Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Regarding claim 1, the discussion revolved primarily on whether 
data representative of a user's age could or could not be interpreted as, for example "child" or "adult" or as the cited 
reference teaches a level - based on age - assigned to a user. The Examiner believes the latter, but applicant 
suggests that the cited art's password, which is based on a user's age, is not age data representative of a specific 
users age. 

Regarding claim 18, the discussion revolved primarily around the storing of age data regarding whether inputting data 
(at for instance the time of the current process) is actually stored or whether one of ordinary skill would be drawn to the 
conclusion that storing of data requires storage before the user interacts with the client. The Examiner did not have 
time to read through the Tabuki reference to determine if in the invention Tabuki stores the data other than what is 
stored when the user enters the data (similarly to entering a password on a computer for a website, which is then 
stored in memory and sent). Applicant suggests that the data is not stored as per the claim language. 

The last element discussed briefly was the ABA reference which discloses "The system must not allow for automated 
input of login information, for example, by saving on a cookie file stored on the user's PC the allocated PIN or 
password and date of birth." While this reference is not relied upon in rejecting claim 18 and not relied upon in all 
rejections of claim 1 , Applicant suggests that at the time of the invention, the storage of data representative of a user's 
age would not have been valid as is appears to have been known not to store age data on the user's computer. The 
Examiner suggested that no implementation details are provided in ABA, and that the storage of age data in the ABA 
system is not necessarily prohibitive of the concept regarding other, for instance, more secure ways of storage. 

No particular agreements were reached regarding the above concepts, however it appears Applicant's and the 
Examiner's positions have been clarified. 
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
